TENEMENT FIRE 


Six Children, Four Women And two 


Men Perish In Flames Gutting 


Harlem Structure 


FAMILIES TRAPPED IN BED 


Charred Bodies Of Children Victims 
Found Huddled Together In Hall- 


ways, Hand In Hand 


New York, April 27.—Twelve per- 


sons—six children, four women and 
two men—perished in fumes before 
dawn today. 


Families asleep in their beds were 


trapped, when the on|y 
stairway 


was deslroyed by the sweeping.fire 
which sent a dense gaseous smoke 
through the fourth and 
the fifth 


Hoors, stifling victims as they group- 
ed blindly for safety. 


Charred bodies of the children 


victims were, found huddled together 
in corners and hallways where, hand 
in hand they had sought to make 
their way out, only to be overcome. 


Big sister and mothers, some alive 


bun unconscious, wore found clutch- 
ing the liitle bodies. They had drop- 
lied unconscious from the smoke and 
lay there, easy prey for the flames. 


Some were found by firemen who 


penetrated the deadly smoke and 
were carried down by aerial ladders. 


Heavy smoke filled the corridors 


in the place and many arising has- 
tily from their beds, ran toward fire 
escapes, only to be overcome and 
drop unconscious within sight of 
safety. 


This was responsible for 
the 


heavy casualties, according to the 
police, since the fire was not of 
great proportions.

'fore 4.~a. m. ' 


The blaze did not burst forth from 


the structure and seemed stiftled 'in 
one portion of the building. • Heavy 
gasses filled the building through ail 
five stories and those above who at- 
tempted to dash down the stairs to 
safety were unable to penetrate the 
smoke and were overcome. 


Firemen entering the place found 


bodies of unconscious persons lying 
in the hall ways. Many others were 
overcome before they could leave 
their rooms. 


Eleven persons were taken to hos- 


pitals suffering injuries. 


Those who were able to get to the 


fire escapes ran down to the second 
floor. A taxicab was driven onto 
the-side walk and they stepped to 
its roof and thence to the street. 


Firemen.saved many women from 


where they lay unconscious on the 
floors and revived them in the open 
air. 


Most of those dead were women 


and children. A few 
were badly 


burned and police were unable to es- 
tablish positive identification. 


Mrs. Anna Solomon, a cripple who 


could not walk lay paralyzed in

Authorities interested in the en- 


forcement of the state 
prohibition 


laws are placing more reliance in 
Section 28 of the act of 1917 
to 


counteract what might be a possible 
loop-hole for.violators because 
of 


the supreme court's1 decision holding 
that mere possession of liquor is. not 
an offense. 


This section reads as 
follows: 


"The payment of the United States 
special Itax as either a retail liquor 
dealer or a wholesale dealer in in- 
toxicating liquor or the possession 
of such intoxicntin'jr liquor except as 
in (his <a!dt) provided shall be 'held to 
be prima facie evidence that the per- 
son or persons found in possession 
of such liquor are engaged 
in the 


sale of intoxicating liquor as a bev- 
erage." 


The prosecuting a-geneies, such' as 


the attorney-general's office, -and the 
Anti-Saloon League, take Hhe posi- 
tion that if a. person is found in 
possession of liquor that fact will be 
a strong presumption that he eitilier 
acquired it illegally or is disposing 
of it unlawfully. They assert that 
under a definition of the term prima 
facie evidence it will be necessary 
fort the defendant to contradict the 
presumption of his guilt by rebuttal 
testimony. 
• 


Prima 'faicie evidence, tihe authori- 


ties pointed out, is defined in Kenn- 
ey's law dictionary and glossary as 
"evidence-which, if uncontradicted 
and unexplained, is sufficient .to de- 
termine the matter, at'issue." 'Under 
that contraction, it is asserted, the 
burden of proof that he 
acquired 


the liquor legally or is 'holding, it le-1 
gaily will rest on the defendant.

Stete Tax Board In Letter Ta 


County Auditor Questions Vali- 


dity Of Refunds 


NONE FILED IN THIS COUNTY 


Outcome Of Marion County Case In 


Doubt, Indiana Officials Say- 


Claims Separate Actions

The opinion that the validity of 


claims for tax refunds because of 
the 1919 and 1920 horizontal in- 
creases in real estate and personal 
property assessments would not be 
conclusively established if the Mar- 
ion county superior court 
should 


find for the_ plaintiff in the case of 
Bosson et al., vs Pesler, is express- 
ed in a letter from the state board 
of" tax commissioners by Phil Wilk, 
county auditor. 


The letter asserts that each claim 


should be considered separately and 
that the final disposition of the Mar- 
ion county case can not be given 
general application over the state. 


William Bosson, plaintiff in the 


case in question, is seeking to ob- 
tain a refund for taxes paid as a 
result of the horizontal increases 
made by ihe state .board. He is the 
president of the Marion county farm 
bureau. 


According to the letter Mr. Bos- 


son and his associates have not 
won their case "and it is by no 
means certain that they will do so." 


The letter says that Mr. Bosson 


"has recently sent letters over the 
state advising taxpayers to 
-file 


claims for refund taxes." The let- 
ter recites that Bosson commenced 
the suit "to enjoin the auditor of 
Marion county from entering on the 


j^ tax duplicates the inereases 


by the state board in Was 
township,. Marion county, iu equaliz- , 
Tng'Tne assessments for the ^ 
1919 and the increase ordered t«y 880 
special session of the county board 
of review in 1920 under the Tnthill- 
Kiper law upon the same assess- 
ments for the year 1919." >, ' 


Referring also 'to another suit 


brought by Bosson concerning the 
same question of appraisements, the 
state board's letter to auditors ad- 
vises. 


Neither of the decisions estab- 


lishes the right of any individual 
taxpayer to a refund of any taxes 
paid under the 1919 assessment.

Poincarc Declares That Germany is 


in Grip of Industrial Oligarchy, 


Facing Crisis 


WOULD FORCE BANKRUPTCY 


In This Manner an Attempt Would be 


Made to Escape Payment of Re- 


parations He Says

due the Dallies to perfect "a •great in- 
dustrial . machine, Premier Poincare 
declares in an exclusive 
statement 


given the United Press. 


Poincare stated that reports of 


('hree cabinet ministers who .have 
Just returned show the situation in 
the Ruhr is getting better and bet- 
er. He charged that Berlin is direct- 
ing the armed resistance,' extending 
even to the assassination of French 
soldiers. 


"The population «f -the Ruhr val- 


ley doesn't intend to sacrifice itself 
to cause the great industrial leaders, 
who since Versailles have done ev- 
erything to avoid ipaymejit of repar- 
ations to bui'ld'Yheir own prosperity 
at the expense of expectation of the 
Ireaty", 'he said. 


"Sometimes powerless, but more 


often as an accomplice, the govern- 
ment at Berlin is a prisoner'of an 
oligar<-hv which, like that of the old 
time militarists-, runs the empire.
